“From the fjords of Greenland 
it is four hours by air to New- 
foundland; five hours to Nova 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Que- 
bec, and only six hours to New 
England. 

“The Azores are only 2,000 
miles from parts of our eastern 
seaboard and if Bermuda fell into 
hostile hands it is a matter of less 
than three hours for modern 
bombers to reach our shores. 

“From a base in the outer West 
Indies, the coast of Florida could 
be reached in 200 minutes. 

“The islands off the west coast

Georgia’s eleven counties uniting in a hous- 
ing program bringing more than $1,163,700 in 
federal funds for the construction of adequate 
homes for tenant farmers have taken a great 
step forward in the harnessing of the state’s 
potential wealth for the good of all. 

The first step in the national rural housing 
proffam was made in Thomas county in this 
state. From that beginning a nation-wide pro- 
gram now under way will remedy, at least in 
part, one of the worst conditions of this coun- 
try. Rural slums for years have attracted 
little attention because of their scattered char- 
acter. Yet they have been no less harmful 
than city slum areas. 

The unified management provided under 
the 1ll-county plan undoubtedly will afford 


‘the basis for a more soundly integrated farm 


program under the aegis of the Farm Security 
Administration, which has made such great 
strides in wiping out the evils of the Tobacco 
Roads of Georgia and the south. The ele- 
ments of co-operation between counties and 
individuals under this new plan will pave the 
way for other projects, such as co-operative 
marketing and intelligent crop planning un- 
der control of local farmers and officials. The 
penefit of this as a supplement to the federal 
program cannot be overestimated. While it 
cannot ever supplant a nation-wide program, 
it will at least provide a basis under which 
farm regions can determine where and how 
they will better fit into the economic picture 
of the agricultural world. This particularly 
is true at a time when the south is rapidly 
expanding in population and industry and at 
a time when the export markets for the great 
southern cotton and tobacco crops are rapidly 
dwindling. 

Such co-operation under present plans will 
be extended to other sections of the state, and 
a state-wide co-ordination will then further 
benefit the farmer. 

The Georgia Housing Authority and, the 
various county groups are to be congratulated 
upon their farsightedness ang their spirit of 
co-operation in evolving the present program. 
The material benefits have been recited in the 
news columns. Other benefits which are in- 
herent, yet intangible in the program, will 
prove far more valuable in years to come.

The Power To Annex 

Councilman John A. White’s proposal that 
the legislature empower the city to annex ad- 
jacent territory without additional action by 
the general assembly will, no doubt, be studied 
seriously-by that body before powers of that 
nature are granted. 

The arguments, pro and con, on the subject 
of annexation have raged for many years and 
since no satisfactory agreement has eyer been 
reached, it must be assumed the question is 
such that it requires study of an agency of 
government which is not directly concerned 
with the proposed changes in boundary lines. 

It would be possible, for example, under the 
plan of Councilman White, to absorb wide 
areas in Fulton and DeKalb counties to an ex- 
tent that these areas would lose their po- 
litical entity and efficiency. Similarly, areas 
which are more logically linked to Decatur 
could be brought into the city of Atlanta with 
resultant ineffitiency, excessive cost and dis- 
cord. It would be possible for an admin- 
istration to unwisely burden the city with 
annexed territory, an action which subse- 
quently would be at least difficult and prob- 
ably impossible to retract. 

‘Annexation is desirable only when there 
are mutual advantages to be obtained both 
for the city and the areas to be annexed. 
These sometimes are not inconsiderable, but 


a “4 at other times can impress an intolerable 


burden upon one party or other. For that 
reason it is only fair that the entire subject 
of annexation remain under the control of a 
governmental unit not directly involyed in 
whatever controversy might arise.

What of Martinique? 

There is an old line from Shakespeare— 
“Methinks he doth protest too much’’—which 
springs to mind in connection with what is 
now practically a weekly story involving Gas- 
ton Henry-Haye. 

The French ambassador regularly visits 
Undersecretary of State Sumner Welles, later 
telling reporters he has again assured this 
government it faces no threat whatever in 
connection with Martinique and other French 
possessions in the western hemisphere. Henry- 
Haye came to this country under auspices not 
particuarly reassuring; at a time, to be sure, 
when. Pierre Laval was foreign. minister of 
France. 

If the United States has nothing to fear 
from the islands, then it appears more than 
passing strange that continued reassurances 
are necessary. In themselves they should 
arouse grave suspicions and any attempt on 
the part of the government of the French 
possession to strengthen or otherwise change 
the military condition on the island must call 
for seizure of the islands in the name of the 
governments of the western hemisphere. They 
then could be held in trust for the re-estab- 
lishment of the French republic or granted 
independence at such time as is deemed prac- 
ticable, 

It is well there was no undue haste in action 
against the French possessions. But this gov- 
ernment cannot afford to withhold immediate 
seizure upon the slightest suspicion of un- 
friendly action. The stake is too great and 
the French pro-Axis elements too strong in 
the mother country, even after the removal 
of Laval, for the nations of the western hem- 
isphere to take a chance. \

Alcoholism, a Disease 

That alcoholism is a disease which ranks 
with syphilis, tuberculosis and cancer as & 
public health problem is a statement which 
will meet with little argument. It follows, in- 
controvertibly, that it’ should be treated as 
a disease and its victims not merely branded 
as criminals. 

It comes as welcome news, therefore, that 
50 American doctors are meeting in Philadel- 
phia for the purpose of drawing up a general 
plan for treatment of alcoholism. Individual 
physicians, of course, have approached this 
problem through the years, but this is the 
first organized attempt to co-ordinate their 
experiences and to work out a program for 
treatment which will offer greatest hopes for 
success. 

A few centuries ago the mentally diseased 
were locked in cages, were thought to be 
“possessed of devils” and were the object of 
ribald jest from crowds that thronged to see 
their pitiful antics. The public attitude to- 


ward the poor alcoholic is not far removed, 


today, from that ancient brutality toward the 
insane. 

That chronic alcoholism is not synonymous 
with heavy drinking of liquor, but is rather 
a symptom of a more deeply rooted cause, is 
now an accepted fact. The cure lies not in 
an arbitrary withdrawal of alcohol from the 
victim’s use, but in intelligent, scientific study 
and treatment by competent physicians. 

Such an approach to such a problem is al- 
most as big a step forward from the tragedy 
of prohibition as is the modern treatment for 
many diseases a step forward from the day 
when blood-letting was the universal pre- 
scription of most so-called physicians.

THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER, 


‘MYSTERIES OF THE LAW WASHINGTON, Dec. 29.—In the 


background of the problem of 
ships for Britain, now mightily agitating the administration, there 
are the usual bureaucratic conflicts, legal tangles and possibilities 


| of larger repercussion. These last are perhaps the most interesting. 


For if any foreign ships now lying in our ports are to be requi- 
sitioned in order to free equivalent American tonnage for British 
use, it is generally agreed that all of them must be. Of such ships 
there are now some 35 of Dannish registry, 25 of French, two of 
German and 30 of Italian, totaling about 500,000 gross tons, or 
enough to balance the British shipping losses by. submarine and 
air attack for nearly two months. If they are to be requisitioned, 
they must be paid for. And that means placing a substantial sum 
in free dollar exchange in German and Italian hands. 

The payments for the Danish and French vessels could, of 
course, merely be added to the blocked Danish and French funds 
now held by the treasury. German and Italian funds have not yet 
been blocked, however. For some time a proposal to block all 
foreign funds in the United States, without exception, and then 
to release piecemeal those of the British, the Chinese and thé 
effectively neutral countries, has long been kicking around the 
administration. Emanating from treasury sources, it has always 
been regarded with some sympathy by Secretary of the Treasury 
Henry Morgenthau Jr. It is understood that since the shipping 
question has put a point on the issue of the funds, Secretary Mor- 
genthau’s sympathy may soon be transformed into active advocacy. 
Thus, if the ships are made available to Britain, it is entirely 
possible a new system of general fund-blocking, including the 
Germans and Italians, may also be instituted. 


PRESIDENT’S REQUEST Meanwhile, the shipping question 
itself has also been a subject of 
the hottest debate, both legal and political. Curiously enough, it 
does not seem to have been raised by the British representatives 
in this country, but by the President himself. Aware of the acute 
British shipping shortage, he is reported to have asked the ap- 
propriate agencies of the government to find out whether this 
shortage could not be temporarily met by taking the interned 
foreign ships and simultaneously giving the British American ships. 
The debate has been most bitter between the Treasury and the 
State Department. The Treasury lawyers, brought into the picture 
because Morgenthau is the President’s chosen co-ordinator of British 
purchasing, have placed a broad interpretation on the law, both of 
this country and of the nations. 

So far as international law is concerned, there ate a good many 
precedents for taking the foreign ships. Since the middle ages, 
under the so-called “right of angary,” belligerent nations have 
requisitioned both ships and crews in their ports for their own use. 
In the last World War a variant of the right of angary appeared, 
under which vessels were requisitioned, without the crews, and by 
neutrals as well as belligerents. Before declaring war on Germany, 
Italy angaried a considerable number of German ships in her ports, 
and paid the Germans a monthly rental for them. Portugal also 
requisitioned all German shipping and rented the vessels to the 
English direct. It appears to be clearly established under inter- 
national law, for what that is worth, that in a state of emergency 
such as the President has already proclaimed, we can proceed in 
good juridical conscience. 


POWER TO ACT The real row between the State Department 

and Treasury has centered on the-question 
whether the President has power to act in the matter with neither 
authorizing nor appropriating legislation from Congress. The State 
Department lawyers, always attached to the narrowest interpre- 
tation of the law, have contended that such power was lacking. 
The Treasury experts, on the other hand, have argued that the 
power was implied in the general emergency powers of the Presi- 
dency. Furthermore, they have discovered a first-class Civil War 
case, U. S. vs. Russell, on which to base their contention. 


The decision of the dispute is exceedingly important, both be- 
cause Britain vitally needs ships, and because our action will be 
taken as a precedent in the South American and other nations 
where German, Italian and occupied neutral ships are also in- 
terned. And despite logic-chopping of the lawyers, the real grounds 
for the final decision will of course be political. 

The Germans have already announced, and the isolationists are 
loudly saying, that to take over the foreign ships and give the 
British equivalent tonnage will be an act of war in law. It can 
only be, however, if the Germans choose to regard it as such. And 
as Wendell L. Willkie has so shrewdly pointed out, there are many 
more drastic things than giving the British a few ships which we 
can do without provoking the Germans into a declaration of war 


that they do not want.

It is perfectly true that this Austrian, who was a corporal in 
World War Number One, has come as far along as a killer and a 
conqueror as did the late Napoleon Bonaparte, the well-known 
Italian-Frenchman. It also is-true that he has made no reforms in 
government, such as Napoleon made, but has substituted instead 
one of the very worst forms of tyranny imaginable. It undoubtedly 
is true that he is a psychopathic case. 
he is a salesman who would gladden the heart of any sales manager. 
He has sold the young Germans a bill of goods and they believe 
that what he sells is all wool and a yard wide. He has sold most 
of the small nations of the world his bill of goods. It is true most 
of them bought at the point of a pistol but they bought. He has 
offered the world a proposition that the world give up democracy, 
which is, he says, decadent, and take over his nostrum. He ‘has 
killed not so many as Napoleon but he has conquered as much. 
There is just no telling how many of. the conquered peoples hate 
him. He long ago adopted the plan of filling all empty bellies and 
telling the owners of the said bellies that the reason they were 
hungry was because of democracy. This may, or may not, work to 
his undoing. He has got to feed everything except France and 
Belgium or they won’t believe in his medicine show and his bottle 
of world-cure bitters.

As the thing stands today he has conquered all Europe and has 
alliances with Russia. Turkey, apparently, is too sensible, or prac- 
tical, to leap into the fight unless guaranteed help from Russia. 
And Russia isn’t going to fight. 

England remains. That is an old statement. Poets, kings and 
peasants have sung of that fact. England remains. Napoleon 
peered across the channel at the white cliffs of Dover, now reported 
demolished by shellfire, and cursed the “dirty ditch” which kept 
him from conquering England. 

Men cry peace and this country strives, as it should, to aid 
England in the fight to retain the way of life to which we are 
accustomed. 

Yet it becomes obvious that if Hitler is to be defeated it will be 
necessary to beard him in his den. That is disturbing. The heroic 
defense of England is one of the great feats of history. But it is 
not well to forget that it is a defense. In seeking to evaluate things, 
it is possible to forget that all Europe is in Hitler’s hands and that 
all its fields and factories work for him. 

Hitler will not be defeated by a defense. 


GOING AFTER HIM We’ve got to go and get him before this 


thing is done. And that makes us won- 
der what we will have to do. We had believed that this was a war 
of machines and that none of our men would be required to go 
over and fight. 

Yet even that becomes questionable as the war drags on and 
more and more it becomes apparent that to win from Hitler one 
must go get him. 

And that is a poser. How will we get him? The channel, which 
to date has kept him out of England, is a barrier which works in 
his favor as much as it works against him today. 

Landing an army in France is going to be a problem which» 
hasn’t been solved any more than Hitler has solved the problem o 
landing one in England, Indeed, it is difficult in that it cannot be 
done with parachute troops but must be done with an advancing 
army which occupies as it advances. 

Revolution is a possibility but even revolution, if it comes, will 
be slow. The day of revolt, as the world knew it, is done. It no 
longer is possible to take up a few clubs and pikes and stage a 
revolution. Machineguns wiped out the revolution as we knew it. 
The Russian Revolution never would have succeeded had not sol- 
diers, by regiments, gone over, taking with them their rifles and 
machineguns. Even in a more modern time, the Cubans would 
never have got rid of the murdering tyrant, Gerardo Machado, had 
not a then obscure sergeant, Fulgencio Batista, now president, or- 
ganized the army against him. 

So, until the army grows weary of Hitler, or God becomes bored 
with him as Hugo says God became bored with Napoleon, there 
will be no revoit. 

All of this adds up to the possibility of a negotiated peace. And 
I think we will have such a peace unless this country gets into it 
with all we have. 

And the costs of that, and the result, rest with the future. 
Meanwhile, the only pleasant feature is that one is able to write 
blistering articles about Herr Hitler, the corporal of War Number 
One, which articles he never sees.

When a man has publicily committed himself to anything, 
whether right or wrong, he is not easily dissuaded from his posi- 
tion. For pride’s sake he must continue as he began, for any 
change would be a confession of error. 

This curious trait of human vanity has caused many men to 
pursue a course not approved by their judgment, and has had @ 
profound influence on the history of our race. In fact, the democ- 
racy that now fights for survival owes much of its vitality and its 
very beginning to a man who proclaimed a principle without con- 
viction and held to it to save his face. 

When the Academy of Dijon invited essayists to compete in 
discussing whether civilization had helped or harmed mankind, an 
ambitious young man named Rousseau decided to try for the prize 
and asked'the advice of a friend. 

“All the others will defend civilization,” said the friend. “Jf 
you favor the simple life of the savage, you will at least attract 
attention.” 

Rousseau had no convictions one way or the other. He was 
after a prize. So he argued cleverly in defense of nature in the 
raw, and his essay made him famous. 

In his next competitve essay, concerning the inequality of man, 
he went a step farther and made the simple, natural life seem 
more attractive by adding liberty, fraternity and equality. 

People in every land were tired of being kicked around. They 
liked the idea of being equal to the gentry, and they hailed Rous- 
seau as a prophet. He became the godfather of revolution in 
France and America. He did the spade work for democracy. 

The point is that he did all of this without intending it or 
meaning what he said. He took a certain stand merely to win. 
debates; and when his idea made him famous, he had to stick to 
it to keep his reputation. 

That is what happens to every actor or artist or writer who 
becomes “typed.”

U. S. Five Losses in ’40 


To Exceed 300 Million 


NEW YORK, Dec. 29.—(4)— 
The nation’s fire losses in 1940 
will exceed the $300,000,000 cost 
in 1939. 

This was indicated today in a 
preliminary survey by the Safety 
Research Institute which put the 
year’s fire deaths at about 10,- 
000. 

“Industrial occupancies are ex- 
pected to show an increased loss 


'as the result of gr€éater industrial 


activity and the pressure of the 
national defense program,” the 
survey said. 

The institute said 1940’s “worst 
holocaust occurred in a dance hall 
in Natchez, Miss., where 207 Ne- 
groes were burned to death last 
April.”

Music 
from the Tournament of Roses 
band evoked a festive air as Major 
Lawrence M. (Biff) Jones, coach 
of the rugged invaders, led his 
champions of the Big Six confer- 
ence off the train.

The hefty Jones said there were 
three things he wanted his charges 
to see on their first day here. One 
was the famous Rose Bowl itself. 
Another was the Pacific ocean.

duction of weight. 

The fee charged at these clinics 
varies, but it is always low. The 
routine tests include a check on 
your metabolism to find whether 
your glands are behaving them- 
selves. They probably are! The 
statistics show that only one to 
two per cent of all obese cases 
have an endocrine disturbance. In 
tte vast majority, the overweight 
is of nutritional origin. 

A glucose tolerance test will 
settle the question of whether 
there is any symptom of diabetes. 
In this instance, statistics are not 
sO reassuring. Almost seventy- 
five per cent of the diabetics are 
overweight. 

An electrocardiograph will show 
up any damage to the heart that 
may have been caused by over- 
weight. Your blood count would 
be taken. And you might be 
photographed at the start of your 
reducing program and then again 
when you weigh from fifty to 
hundred pounds less. 

At the New York clinic, pa- 
tients are given careful instruc~ 
tions as to exercise. Anyone who 
is greatly overweight is advised 
to defer exercise until part of the 
weight has been lost, then to ease 
into an individualized program
